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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CANNOCK 
URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  people  of  the  District,  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. for  the  year  1962. 

Local  unemployment  figures  reflected,  to  some  extent,  the  re- 
cession in  employment  which  was  general  throughout  the  country, 
in  the  latter  part  of  1962. 

In  the  last  two  quarters  of  the  year  unemplyment  was  50%  higher 
than  is  usual  for  that  period  of  the  year. 

Apart  from  this  minor  ‘surge’,  the  numbers  were  much  the  same 
as  they  have  been  in  past  years,  and,  on  the  whole,  indicate  a high 
and  stable  level  of  employment  in  the  District. 

Some  families  are  less  able  to  fend  for  themselves  than  the 
average,  either  by  reason  of  neglecting  to  attend  employment  regu- 
larly, or  from  poor  management  in  the  home  itself,  and  usually 
by  a combination  of  these  factors.  These  handicaps  are  commonly 
linked  to  the  heavy  responsibility  of  a large  family. 

They  tend  to  inhabit  houses  with  poor  domestic  facilities,  and  to 
fail  to  provide  household  equipment  sufficient  to  cope  with  the 
every  day  needs  of  family  living. 

A none  too  large  budget  may  be  misdirected,  and  rents  and  other 
periodical  payments  tend  to  get  into  an-ears. 

Such  families  need  help  and  advice. 

In  Cannock  in  1962  .nineteen  families  were  given  support  deemed 
necessary  to  enable  them  to  surmount  their  difficulties. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that,  apart  from  a small  hard  core,  the 
group  is  not  static. 

During  the  year  seven  families  were  helped  on  the  way  to  indep- 
endence. However,  others  (five)  took  their  places,  and  the  total  at 
the  «id  of  the  year  (twelve)  was  similar  to  that  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  (fourteen). 

No  one  had  to  be  removed  to  Institutional  care  under  the 
powers  contained  in  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  for 
‘being  aged,  infirm  or  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  etc. .’ 
The  attention  of  those  responsible  for  the  care  of  old  people  is 
now  drawn  earlier  to  elder  citizens  who  aie  failing,  and  timely 
help  at  home  wins  their  confidence. 

When  ultimately  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  continue  at  home,  the 
trust  .so  built  up.  eases  their  acceptance  of  transfer  to  institutional 
care. 
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Ninety  seven  applications  for  admission  to  chronic  sick  beds 
in  Ivy  House  Hospital  were  made,  but  only  seventy  three  could 
be  admitted. 

The  gap  between  applications  and  admissions  (twenty-four)  was 
substantially  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  when  it  was  thirty 
eight. 

Most  of  those  who  were  not  admitted  died  at  home,  while  awaiting 
admission,  but  no  less  than  seven  who  had  applied,  refused  a bed 
when  it  was  offered. 

Hostel  accommodation  was  required  for  six  persons,  no 
longer  able  to  look  after  themselves  at  home,  but  not  requiring 
nursing  care,  and  sufficiently  active  to  be  up  and  about. 

The  Home  Help  Service,  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
is  usually  sufficient  support  for  the  majority  of  old  people  at  this 
stage,  but  here  and  there,  because  of  geographical  difficulties  (in- 
frequent bus  services,  isolated  cottages)  or  perhaps  the  personality 
of  the  Householder,  the  Home  Help  Service  is  not  able  to  cope, 
and  admission  to  Hostel  becomes  necessary.  Some  are,  of  course, 
border  line  cases,  and  have  to  be  transferred  in  due  course  from 
the  Hostel  to  the  chronc  sick  hospital. 

(Chiropody  and  physiotheraphy,  provided  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  Hospital  services  respectively,  have  made  their 
contribution  to  enabling  older  people  to  remain  at  home  within 
their  familiar  community. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  in  1962  was 
43,160. 

There  wiere  775  births,  and  455  deaths,  giving  a natural  increase 
of  320  — the  highest  natural  increase  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  birth  rate  (17.13)  remained  at  very  nearly  the  same  level  as 
last  year  (17.18)  marginally  below  the  National  average  (18.0), 
and  when  corrected  by  the  Area  Comparability  factor,  somewhat 
less  impressive  at  16.44. 

Twenty-four  infants  died  during  the  year,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  36.61. 

This  is  a high  rate  (National  average  is  21.7) 

As  always,  prematurity  (five  cases)  was  the  chief  single  cause. 

Two  deaths  occured  from  hyaline  membrane  disease  — now 
reported  to  be  largely  preventable  by  new  knowledge,  and  im- 
proved obstetric  technique.  There  were  no  less  than  nine  respira- 
tory deaths  — one  asphyxia,  three  respiratory  failures  and  five 
pneumonias. 

Conge-ital  deformaties  constituted  the  next  largest  group  (four). 
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This  pattern  of  causes  of  infant  deaths  recurs  each  year,  and  in- 
deed, to  some  lextent  it  is,  in  the  present  state  of  knowledge, 
inevitable. 

There  was  one  maternal  death. 

There  were  455  deaths  in  the  District  in  1962,  giving  a general 
death  rate  of  10.7,  which,  when  multiplied  by  the  comparability 
factor  of  1.19,  gives  a comparative  rate  of  12.54. 

Although  ultimately,  death  is  inevitable  for  all,  most  of  us  wish  to 
continue  living  for  as  long  as  possible. 

A measure  of  our  success  in  this  is  to  be  seen  in  the  propc^rtion 
who  eventually  succumb'  to  diseases  of  the  cardiovascular  system. 

These  are  largely  senile  degenerations,  and  death  there  from  sig- 
nifies that  the  subject  has  escaped  the  perils  of  cancer,  and  of 
violent  death. 

There  was  some  suggestion  in  last  year’s  figures  (1962)  that  the 
trend  was  towards  an  increase  in  the  cardiovascular  figures,  and 
an  decrease  in  the  number  of  cancer  deaths. 

However,  1962  brought  about  a reversal  of  this  relationship,  not 
from  any  increase  in  cancer  deaths,  but  from  a reduction  in  those 
resulting  from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels. 

Diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  formed  the  next  largest 
group  (9.58%)  — bronchitis  7.67%,  and  pneumonia  1.91%  — and 
underlined  the  need  for  attention  to  the  prevention  of  atmospheric 
pollution. 

Here  is  a field  of  prevention  of  ill  health,  and  premature  death, 
which  is  ripe  for  development. 

We  wait,  not  upon  knowledge,  but  upon  necessary  drive,  to  pro- 
duce the  benefits  to  health  and  longevity,  which  await  success  in 
providing  clean  air. 

An  explosive  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to  Salmonella 
typhimurium  took  place  over  a few  days  from  the  25th  June,  1962. 

The  vehicle  of  infection  was  found  to  be  pork  pies  from  a local 
bakery.  Production  at  the  bakery  was  stopped,  and  the  outbreak 
rapidly  came  to  an  end.  By  then,  there  had  been  one  hundred  and 
two  cases  in  the  Urban  District,  as  well  as  a further  fifty-eight  in 
neighbouring  areas. 

Infections  were  slow  to  clear,  in  spite  of  treatment  with  drugs 
shown  to  be  effective  in  vitro  against  organisms  isolated  from  the 
victims. 

Dy.sentry  was  very  prevalent  from  July  to  September. 
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There  were  eighty-two  cases  in  all,  mostly  school  children,  to- 
gether with  a small  number  of  adults  within  the  infected  house- 
holds. 

There  were  forty-eight  cases  of  whooping  cough,  distributed 
fairly  evenly  throughout  the  summer  and  autumn,  at  a rate  of  two 
or  three  per  week.  Those  affected  were  mainly  (twenty-nine) 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  children  at  primary  schools 
(eleven). 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  children  were  immunised 
against  the  disease  during  the  year  (to  be  compared  with  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-five  live  births). 

The  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  was  welcome  but  un- 
deserved. Diptheria  immunisation  figures  showed  a progressive 
deterioration,  thus — children  of  all  ages  immunised  in: 

1960  — 4,475 

1961  — 1,209 

1962  — 504 

It.  is  to  bfe  feared  that  the  introduction  of  Diptheria  infection  in 
these  circumstances  may  be  followed  by  a considerable  incidence 
of  the  disease  in  unprotected  children. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred. 

During  the  year  a change  over  took  place,  from  polio  vaccine  by 
injection,  to  Polio  vaccine  on  sugar  lumps. 

The  new  method  proved  to  be  a popular  form  of  prophylaxis  — 
much  appreciated  by  children. 

Some  3,711  immunisations  were  carried  out. 

Notifications  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  totalled  thirteen. 
There  were  four  deaths  of  tuberculosis  patients,  but  in  three  of 
these  the  causes  of  death  were  conditions  other  than  tuberculosis. 

Seven  patients  were  transferred  into  the  District,  and  one  wavS 
transferred  out.  In  addition  seventeen  cases  were  cured. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Register  was  consequently  decreased 
from  two  hundred  and  seven  to  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight. 

Food  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Putflic  Health.  Laboratory 
for  analysis,  throughout  the  year. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  samples  were  sent,  and  all  but  two 
were  found  to  be  genuine. 

Periodical  analysis  of  water  supplies  from  various  parts  of  the 
district  returned  results  which  were  all  satisfactory,  both  chemical- 
ly and  bacteriologically.

294  Cc^undl  houses  were  built  in  1962,  and  199  dwellings 
were  erected  privately. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues  on  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  ready  helpfulness,  and  to  the  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  whose  interest  stimulates  our  efforts,  and 
sustains  our  enthusiasm.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  during  the  year  1962. 

This  year,  on  the  whole,  was  again  one  of  difficulty  with  de- 
partmental staffiing  with  the  resulting  incompleted  work.  Mr.  Fry 
left  in  September  to  take  over  the  position  of  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  to  Coseley  Urban  District  Council  — the  vacancy  was 
fielled  by  Mr.  G.  Shaw  who  came  to  the  Department  from  Brierly 
Hill  Urban  District  Council  in  December.  This  month  also  saw 
the  appointment  of  a further  inspector  — Mr.  Ashford  — and  at 
the  close  of  the  year  the  department  was  in  the  best  position  it 
has  been  for  many  many  years. 

In  spite  of  these  difficulties,  it  will  be  seen,  from  the  report, 
that  all  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  have  been 
inspected  and  steady  progress  has  been  made  with  slum  clearance 
work. 

Although  the  Urban  District  is  not  in  the  ‘black  area’  the 
Council  decided  to  go  ahead  with  a Smoke  Control  programme 
and  established  smoke  control  areas.  It  has  been  agreed  that  an 
area  be  established  and  details  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
for  approval. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Council  1 would  express  my  appreci-- 
ation  for  their  interest  in  the  working  of  the  department;  I would 
also  thank  officers  of  all  departments,  and  especally  members  of 
the  Health  Department,  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  need  for  the  strictest  control  in  all  food  premises  was 
amply  demonstrated  in  the  summer,  with  unfortunate  results.  An 
outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  (salmonella  typhimurum)  caused  by 
pork  pies  and  resulting  in  160  persons  being  affected  — the 
majority  being  very  ill  with  one  death. 

The  proprietors  of  all  food  premises  and  indeed,  all  food 
handlers  should  note  well  the  consequences  which  may  well  result 
from  contaminated  food.  The  greatest  care  must  be  taken  and 
scrupulous  cleanliness  observed  — there  is  no  excuse  whatever  for 
anything  falling  short  of  that.  The  final  cost  of  slipshod  methods 
and  carelessness  may  be  very  great  indeed. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  the  public  themselves  can 
assist  in  Food  Hygiene  — misuse  of  returnable  bottles,  milk, 
cordial,  and  so  on,  is  but  one  example.  These  are  frequently  used 
as  containers  for  oil,  paraffin  and  even  to  hold  ‘sky  rockets’.  It 
is  once  again  asked  that  these  only  be  used  for  their  proper  pur- 
pose. 

The  results  of  swabs  taken  from  utensils  and  samples  of 
washing  or  rinsing  waters  taken  during  inspections  of  Food 
Premises  are  set  out  in  Table  I.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD  — MILK 

Eighty-three  samples  of  food  or  ingredients  were  submitted 
for  examination  — these  comprised  gelatine  powder,  liquid  egg 
and  dried  egg,  pork  pies,  cream,  dried  milk,  seasoning,  coconut, 
cream  cakes,  sausage  and  sausage  casings. 

,MILK 

Apart  from  a small  quantity  of  Farm  Bottled  Tuberculin 
Tested  all  milk  now  sold  in  the  Urban  Area  comes  from  dairies 
outside  the  district. 

Ninety-eight  samples  were  submitted  and  with  the  exception 
of  one  farm  bottled  milk  failing  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  alV 
others  satisfied  the  statutory  tests.

Both  these  manufacturers  operate  soft  ice-cream  vans  and  the 
popularity  of  this  product  has  continued. 
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Two  hundred  and  forty  shops  and  other  premises  are  regis- 
tered for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  At  these  a pre-packed  product  is 
sold. 

Fifty  samples  were  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  examin- 
ation: of  these  46  were  in  grade  1;  2 in  grade  III;  and  2 in  grade 
IV.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

Two  new  applications  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals  in  a slaughter- 
house were  received.  31  renewals  of  existing  licences  were  granted. 

The  slaughtermen  continue  to  be  informed  of  the  necessity  of 
obtaining  a certificate  required  under  the  Firearms  Act.  1937.  A 
Captive  Bolt  Pistol  for  the  use  of  licenced  slaughtermen  in  cases  of 
emergency  is  always  available  in  the  department. 
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WATER 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  both 
quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  The  supply  to  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Cannock  is  de- 
rived from  9 pumping  stations  and  chlorination  is  practised  at  6 of 
these. 

During  1962,  151  samples  were  examined  from  the  3 pumping 
stations  which  have  no  treatment,  and  of  these  149  were  free  from 
all  types  of  coliform  bacteria. 

571  samples  of  the  chlorinated  water  were  examined  and  of 
these  556  were  free  from  all  types  of  coliform  bacteria. 

242  samples  of  the  raw  water  were  examined  and  of  these  228 
were  free  from  all  types  of  coliform  bacteria. 

204  samples  of  a supply  of  surface  origin  were  also  examined 
prior  to  chlorination  and  these  gave  an  average  coliform  bacteria 
content  of  43  per  100  ml. 

Samples  were  also  examined  from  the  following.

104  out  of  106  samples  from  Gentleshaw  Reservoir  and  53  out 
of  54  from  Gentleshaw  Pumping  Station  were  free  from  coliform 
bacteria,  as  were  33  of  the  36  samples  taken  from  Heath  Hayes. 

10  samples  from  Pye  Green  Tower,  11  from  Pye  Green  Pumping 
Station  and  12  from  the  Company’s  Cannock  Depot  were  all  free 
from  coliform  bacteria.

(d)  Chlorination  is  practised  at  most  pumping  stations  chiefly 
aj  a precautionary  measure.  Emergency  chloriation  is  performed  in 
such  cases  as  burst  mains  etc.  and  special  staff  and  apparatus  are 
available  for  this  purpose.  New  mains  are  chlorinated  and  not 
brought  into  use  until  a sample  of  water  from  them  is  proved  satis- 
factory. 

(e)  The  number  of  houses  supplied  in  Cannock  Urban  District 
are  13,626  all  of  which  are  supplied  direct  from  the  public  main, 
there  are  no  outside  standpipes  or  communal  taps  in  use  in  the 
district.

Improvement  Grants 

Under  the  Improvement  Grants  Scheme  the  Council  approved 
54  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  2 for  Discretionary  Grants. 

This  scheme  has  helped  a few  people,  in  the  main  owner- 
occupiers,  to  obtain  modern  amenitites,  e.g.  bathroom,  hot  water 
supply,  internal  sanitary  accommodation,  but  the  majority  of  people 
living  in  the  older  houses  in  the  area  are  still  without  these  facilities. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Mr.  E.  L.  Lomax  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has 
provided  the  following  information; — 

Foul  sewerage  within  the  district  is  partly  on  the  combined 
system  and  partly  on  the  separate  system.  Since  1946  practically  all 
development  has  been  on  the  separate  system.  Sewerage  schemes 
over  the  last  few  years  have  eliminated  practically  all  the  cesspits, 
and  generally  the  foul  sewerage  system  may  be  considered  adequate, 
quate.  Surface  water  sewerage  is  generally  adequate  throughout  the 
district  and  in  common  with  foul  sewerage,  trouble  is  only  exeper- 
ienced  when  mining  subsidence  alters  natural  drainage  or  damages 
the  sewers. 

The  great  majority  of  the  district’s  sewage,  approximately  two 
million  gallons  per  day  dry  weather  flow,  is  treated  at  the  main 
Sewage  Treatment  Works  located  off  Longford  Road,  Cannock.  .A 
small  amount,  approximately  25,000  gallons  per  day  dry  weather  flow 
is  treated  at  Cannock  Wood  Sewage  Works.  A scheme  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  replacement  of  these  Works  by  a pumping  station, 
pumping  the  sewage  to  the  Main  Works.  This  should  be  brought 
into  operation  during  1963. 

The  Main  Works  utilises  sedimentation  tanks,  bacterial  filter 
beds,  humus  tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds.  A recirculation  scheme  is 
in  continuous  operation.  An  adjunct  to  the  Main  Sewage  Works  is 
the  Grass  Plot  Effluent  Treatment  System.  A scheme  for  further 
extensions  and  for  the  installation  of  a sludge  treatment  plant  is 
being  presented  to  the  Minister  very  shortly. 
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DISINFESTATION 


Houses  of  selected  applicants  for  Council  houses  were  visited 
prior  to  rehousing  by  this  council  to  ascertain  whether  disinfestation 
was  necessary.  48  visits  were  made. 

Minor  infestations  of  bugs,  fleas,  cockroaches,  ants,  etc.,  were 
dealt  with  by  means  of  insecticidal  liquids  or  other  fumigation. 


DUSTBINS 

A scheme  under  the  Public  Health  Act  is  carried  out  for  the 
provision  and  maintenance  of  dustbins.  This  scheme  commenced  in 
1940  and  has  always  been  very  popular  and  of  immense  value.  An 
annual  charge  of  5/-,  recoverable  with  the  General  Rate,  is  made  for 
each  dustbin.  By  the  end  of  1962,  18,253  had  been  supplied  including 
1,058  in  the  last  year,  of  which  709  were  renewals.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  work  of  Rodent  Control  was  continued  throughout  the  year 
by  the  Rodent  Operator  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  A free  service  is  provided  for  private  houses. 

Complaints  were  received  from  234  premises  and  after  investig- 
ations appropriate  action  taken.  Further  infestations  were  discovered 
during  routine  surveys  and  suitably  dealt  with. 

The  baiting  and  poisoning  of  the  sewers  in  this  district  continued, 
together  with  regular  treatment  of  tips  and  like  places  as  necessary.

HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT,  1952 

This  Act,  together  with  Regulations  made  in  1953,  requires  fire- 
guards to  be  fitted  to  gas  fires,  electric  fires  and  oil  heaters  which 
are  so  designed  that  they  are  suitable  for  use  in  residential  premises 
and  are  of  such  a type  that,  without  a guard  there  is  a likelihood  of 
injury  by  burning. 

Eighty  five  appliances  in  stock  or  on  sale  at  local  shops  were 
inspected  and  tested  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  - 
all  were  satisfactory. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  Council's  two  residential  caravan  sites,  providing  standings 
for  44  dwellings  have  been  fully  occupied  throughout  this  year,  with 
always  a waiting  list  of  applicants.  A site  for  32  caravans  is  situated 
at  Cannock  and  one  for  12  at  Pye  Green.  At  these  sites,  all  dwellings 
have  their  own  water  closet;  electricity  is  laid  on.  individual  taps, 
sinks  are  provided  and  drainage  is  to  the  sewer. 

Two  private  sites  are  licenced,  providing  standings  for  a further 
33  caravans. 
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PEI  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Eleven  Licences  were  granted  for  the  keeping  of  Pet  Shops. 

All  licences  were  granted  subject  to  conditions  which  ensure  the 
objects  of  the  Act  being  observed.

INVESTIGATION  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Work  in  connection  with  the  recording  of  atmospheric  pollution 
has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Two  Deposit  Gauges,  and  one 
combined  Smoke  Filter  and  Volumetric  Sulphur  Dioxide  Apparatus 
have  been  in  use. 

Every  effort  was  made  to  secure  the  abatement  or  reduction  of 
smoke,  and  similar  emmissions.

Notes  supplied  by  the  Cleansing  Superintendent — Mr.  C.  F.  Poole 

The  work  of  the  Cleansing  Department,  in  its  various  aspects, 
particulars  of  which  are  indicated  hereunder,  has  proceeded  satisfac- 
torily during  the  year. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  removal  of  refuse  from  domestic  and  trade  premises  has 
been  maintained  generally  at  a weekly  frequency. 

Five  vehicles  have  been  regularly  engaged  on  the  work. 

The  policy  to  use  vehicles  of  modern  design  on  this  work  is  be- 
ing pursued  and  another  16-18  cubic  yards  capacity  rear  loader  was 
added  to  the  fleet  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  to  replace  a 7 cubic 
yards  capacity  side  loader. 

The  larger  capacity  rear  loading  type  of  vehicle  has  undoubtedly 
a distinct  advantage  over  the  older  type  side  loader  as  regards  econ- 
omy of  haul  to  tip  to  match  the  continuing  development  of  the  area, 
and  as  an  improvement  in  loading  methods  and  as  a cleaner  aspect 
of  refuse  removal. 

The  fleet  now  comprises  four  16-18  cubic  yards  capacity  rear 
loaders,  and  one  10  cubic  yards  sideloader. 

The  tendency  for  the  composition  of  the  domestic  refuse  of  the 
area  to  become  less  dense  but  more  bulky  in  character  continues. 
The  tonnage  of  refuse  removed  weekly,  averaged  around  480  tons 
involving  the  emptying  of  some  14,200  bins. 

Disposal  of  refuse  has  been  by  controlled  tipping. 

iMechanical  spreading  of  tipped  refuse  and  sealing  of  surfaces 
and  embankments  with  soil  has  been  effectively  carried  out  by  the 
Tractor  Dozer.  This  machine  continues  to  prove  beyond  doubt  its 
efficiency  from  economic  and  practical  aspects  in  dealing  with  the 
increased  bulk  of  refuse  deposited  daily  at  the  tips,  as  compared  with 
the  old  method  of  manual  handling. 

Improved  compaction  of  tipped  material,  less  fire  and  insect  in- 
festation risk,  and  a relatively  improved  tidy  appearance,  have 
resulted  from  mechanical  application. 

Builders  spoil,  surplus  soil  from  estate  developments  and  road 
sweeping  material  has  been  used  to  good  effect  in  the  process  of 
sealing  of  surfaces  and  embankments. 

The  use  of  insecticides  by  pressure  spraying  to  tip  surfaces  has 
proved  effective  against  fly  and  other  insect  infestation  and  no 
serious  problem  arose  in  this  connection. 

The  following  tips  have  been  in  use  during  the  year: — 
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BURGOYNE  STREET  land  ex  gravel  pit.  Refuse  from  the  central 
and  northern  parts  of  the  area  was  disposed  of  at  this  site  to  com- 
pletion thereof. 

A small  area  of  land  adjoining  this  site  on  the  fringe  of  housing 
site  development  was  raised  to  improved  levels  and  also  completed. 

WATLING  STREET,  CHURCHBRIDGE.  The  disposal  of  refuse, 
mainly  from  the  southern  parts  of  the  area,  has  continued  here  at 
intervals  but  the  partially  filled  clayhole,  still  remains  for  subsequent 
treatment. 

PROSPECT  VILLAGE  CANNOCK  WOOD.  This  site  continues 
to  accommodate  refuse  from  the  area  in  the  immediate  vicinity  and 
there  remains  a life  of  several  years. 

NEWLANDS  LANE,  HEATH  HAYES  — FORMERLY  SEWAGE 
WORKS  SITE 

Tipping  of  refuse  from  the  Northern,  Eastern  and  part  of  the 
Southern  areas  of  the  district  has  been  continuous  at  this  site. 

The  problem  of  infiltration  water  in  old  sewage  treatment  tanks 
was  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  pumping  and  depositing  rubble  etc. 
prior  to  refuse  tipping.  There  will  be  a tipping  life  of  about  two 
years  at  this  site  for  the  areas  which  it  is  best  suited  to  serve. 

GREEN  HEATH  ROAD  — EX  GRAVEL  PIT 

This  site  comprising  several  deeply  excavated  pits  was  acquired 
by  the  Council  in  1962  and  tipping  of  refuse  from  the  Northern  and 
Central  parts  of  the  area  was  commenced  in  July.  It  is  an  ideal  site 
for  controlled  tipping  and  will  last  for  many  years. 

CESSPOOL  CLEANSING 

In  the  areas  of  Cannock  Wood,  Pye  Green  and  Leacroft  where 
cesspools  still  predominate,  a 750  gallon  capacity  tanker  has  carried 
out  the  work  of  emptying. 

During  the  year  the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  certain  parts 
of  these  areas  has  reduced  still  further  the  number  of  properties  with 
cesspools.  This  has  meant  that  whilst  the  tanker  has  not  been  so 
fully  engaged  as  hitherto  an  improved  frequency  of  service  has  been 
possible. 

Cesspool  contents  are  discharged  into  foul  water  sewers  for 
ultimate  disposal  works  treatment. 

GULLY  CLEANSING 

Estate  development,  new  roads  etc.  is  adding  considerably  to  the 
scope  of  this  work  and  there  are  now  approximately  3.000  street 
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gullies.  These  have  been  emptied  on  a continuous  rota  by  either 
mechanical  or  manual  operation. 

Gully  contents  are  discharged  at  tip,  the  material  when  dry  pro- 
viding useful  cover  to  tipped  house  refuse. 

STREET  SCAVENGING 

By  the  introduction  of  a mechanical  sweeper  collector  machine 
for  channel  sweeping,  the  manual  team  work  with  lorry  and  that  of 
the  orderly  truck  has  been  appreciably  reduced. 

A cleaner  operation  with  a much  improved  frequency  has 
resulted. 

Some  orderly  truck  work,  for  town  and  shopping  centres  on  a 
daily  treatment  basis  is  however  necessary,  whilst  in  certain  circum- 
stances manual  sweeping  of  footpaths  and  channels  with  lorry  col- 
lection cannot  be  entirely  eliminated. 

To  cope  with  paper  litter  etc.  still  unfortunately  prevailent  in 
shopping  centres  and  leaves,  a footpath  suction  cleaner  has  been 
introduced  and  its  operation  is  proving  most  satisfactory. 

Spillage  from  vehicles  and  inconsiderable  littering  of  streets 
continue  to  cause  much  repeat  scavenging.  Provision  of  litter  recep- 
tacles and  Anti  Litter  publicity  does  not  appear  to  bring  about  the 
desired  improvement. 

Market  refuse  is  cleaned  up  immediately  after  termination  of 
trading. 

PUBLIC  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES 

Routine  cleansing  of  conveniences,  throughout  the  area  by 
several  visits  per  day  by  the  male  cleaner,  and  the  work  of  the  lady 
attendants  at  female  conveniences  has  resulted  in  a good  standard 
of  cleanliness. 

Misuse  and  vandalism  is  still  a serious  problem  costly  in  repairs 
to  fittings,  locks  etc;  and  in  remedying  defacement  of  walls  and 
doors. 
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
